The town has been filled to 
overflowing with visitors, desirous iii as­ 
sisting in the last rites. The services at 
the Emerson homestead were very brief 
aud simple, conducted by the Rev. Dr_ 
Furness, of Philadelphia, aud consisted 
simply of scripture reading, a short 
address aud 
a fervent prayer. The 
body was enslosed in a plain black wal­ 
nut casket, devoid of ornaments, and the 
silver plate bore merely the name aud 
date of birth and death. At these servi­ 
ces were the family, A. Bronson Alcott, 
the Hon. E. R. Hoar, Oliver 
Wendell 
Holmes, the Rev. Dr, Barrett and a few 
others. At the conclusion of the services 
in the house the casket was placed in 
the hearse and, outside the house, a long 
procession of mourners formed aud fol­ 
lowed to the Unitarian church, which 
could not hold one-third of those who 
wished to enter, the street outside being

How Trees 
Rainfall and 
Influence 
Climate. 
In a general w ay there begins to be 
spreading a popular belief that forests 
increase the rainfall of the country. Aa 
to how this is done, however, no very 
definite idea prevails. Scientific men have 
been recently making some very inter­ 
esting experiments in this field. The re­ 
sults show strongly that forests do ex­ 
ercise a decided favorable influence on 
climate and the water supply. 
It is not conclusively established that 
they directly cause heavy rains. They 
do, "how ever, according to the best light 
at the present to be had, increase the fre­ 
quency of light showers, and thus are of 
incalculable benefit to vegetation. 
In 
other ways tho beneficent effect of trees 
on climate, crops and fruits is sufficiently 
well established. Dr. J. M. Anders 
gives in the American Naturalist a good 
summing up of the latest research on 
this subject. Not tile least of tho liene- 
fits he mentions is the good service belts 
of woodland do in protecting vegetation 
from storms and icy winds. 
It is very 
common now for enlightened farmers in 
the West and Northwest to plant dense 
rows of trees and hedges of evergreen 
aion;* the northern line of their or­ 
ch a rd s and grounds. 
Dr. Anders says: 
“ The experiment Ills been tri»*d ex­ 
tensively iii France of plaiting trees iu 
lielts one hundred meters apart, aud 
with marked benefit to the climate, and 
there are some good reasons for believ­ 
ing that a similar experiment in various 
places in our own country would prove 
equally advantageous. 
It has been ob­ 
served many times that fruit grown in 
the city surpasses iii quality aud size 
that grown in tho country, and this is 
ascribable to tho more effectual shelter 
iu the former place.” 
Forests influence the atmosphere more 
powerfully by their effect on its general 
humidity tlmu in any other way. An 
evaporation of moisture from both earth 
and trees takes place constantly. 
The 
evaporation is greater from open soil 
than from woodbind, but the difference 
is far more than made up by w’hat is 
called “transpiration” of leaves of the 
trees. Til is corresponds in a degree to 
the insensible perspiration of animals. 
Some conclusive experiments were made 
with growing jiot plants, going to show 
that leaves do not absorb moisture, but 
that on the contrary, they give it out 
Moisture is absorbed through the roots. 
The quantity of insensible vapor that 
is given off through leaves amount to 
one and a quarter ounce to the square 
foot of leaf surface. The world-old 
metaphor of c tinting tho leaves of tho 
trees has a new significance in the light 
of st ienee. 
Puiiitakiug experiment has 
enabled those studding tin* matter to 
make an approximate estimate of the 
comparative amounts of vapor given off 
by cart ii surface and leaf surface. They 
have calculated that a square f.nit of soil 
Bets free about six times a* much mois­ 
ture as asquare foot of 1« e. 
The It af 
surface is, however, many ; nos greater 
than the soil 
surface—tw re 
times 
greater, tilt* scientists put it—so that 
pwieo as lunch evaporation takes place 
from forest as from o|h*ii laud. 
When 
the wood of the country is cut away, 
therefore other things tieing equal, two- 
thirds of the moisture-giving material of 
the atmosphere is gone with it 
Hence 
the 1. mg and fearful drouth on lands 
bare of* trees. Tho Naturalist writer 
says: 
“ From the data obtained it would 
seem safe to infer that when the percent­ 
age of no*Hiland is fair (25 to .‘IO per 
cent.) at h ast twelve inches of water is 
transpired rn the course of a season in 
mild or temperate climates; or, in other 
words, twelve inches of tile total annual 
evaporation. 
All this vast 
water is transpired iii iiinnit

Diseases of the School-Room. 


Parents cannot too strongly insist that 
the school-room shall be surrounded by 
all possible safeguards against the-dan­ 
gers which there so often threaten health 
aud life. 
We give tho substance of an 
article on this subject, bv Dr. C. A. L. 
Reed, in the Htrald o f jfcalth. 
Among 
the diseases haring their origin iii the 
school-room arc tho following: 
Anaptnia.—This is due to a deficiency 
of red corpuscles in the blood. 
T he 
symptoms are paleness of the skin, lips, 
gums and tongue, and a bluish tint to the 
white of the eyes; a feeble, quick and 
easily accelerated pulse; capricious ap­ 
petite and intense thirst; a sluggish men­ 
tal action, variable temper and easily de­ 
pressed spirits. The causes are defective 
ventilation, and studies beyond tile ca­ 
pacity of the pupil. 
Our class system 
** affords healthful exercise to some pu­ 
pils, while it imposes destructive tasks 
on others.” 
Consumption.—This perhaps is not 
actually produced, but a latent taint is 
called into active exercise. 
It has two 
forms. 
Theone (tubercular meningitis) 
affects the coverings of Hie brain, aud is 
particularly due—aside from defective 
ventilation, etc.—to intense mental activ­ 
ity. 
The other attacks the lungs and is 
specially due to impaired respiratory ac­ 
tion. the result of prolonged sittings. 
Contagious Diseases.—These on being 
introduced from abroad soon become 
epidemic. No pupil should be allowed 
to mingle among the scholars from a 
house infected with small-pox, searlet- 
fcver, diphtheria, etc. Even children 
affected with pulmonary consumption 
should be separated from the school­ 
room. 
^farsightedness.—This is caused bv 
the constant adjustment of the eye to 
near and small objects, before it has be­ 
come mature and firm. The light should 
be* ample and rightly adjusted. 
Spitial Discases.—The child should al­ 
ways be able to rest his feet on the flitor 
and the middle of his back against the 
back of his seat.— Yonllis Comjtanion.

Number one: Half a cup of white sugar, 
one-fourth of a cup of butter, one table­ 
spoonful of corn starch; mix and beat to 
a cream, put in a tin basin on the stove, 
and add boiling water till the sauce is of 
the proper consistency. 
Number two: 
One and one-fourth cup of white sugar, 
an equal quantity of butter, the yolk of 
one egg; stir the butter and sugar to a 
cream, add the well-beaten yolk of the 
egg. and lastly the white of the egg, 
which you have beaten to a stiff froth, 
and a cup of boiling water.—X. Y. Post. 
—To renovate worn out files and 
rasps boil the tile in a very strong solu­ 
tion of soda, or, what is still better, soap 
toilers* soap lees, which removes all tho 
inherent dirt.

to remain for atout half a minute in a 
solution composed of two parts of water 
and one part of nitric or muriatic acid;

Garden Herbs. 


Few' things add more to the pleasure 
of a thoroughly gin>d cook than to have 
a full supply of kitchen herbs ready to 
hand. 
A little of one thing or another 
in this line often makes all the difference 
between a successful dish and one of 
mediocre quality. 
Every garden should 
have a few. aud where they are wanting 
should be looked after at this season. 
Perhaps the mo>t useful is parsley. 
That has to be raised from seed, although 
if the flower-stalks are cut off as they 
come up in the summer, the same plant* 
may be prolonged several seasons. 
It 
does not go to seed, however, tile firs! 
season of sowing; so that if sown early 
and gets strong before summer comes, wa 
can get a pretty good supply of leaves 
the first season. 
The seeds, however, 
take several weeks to germinate, and 
should to put in as early as possible. 
Another herb of great service to the best 
cooks is the leek; a kind of ouion w hich 
is noonion, as ll makes all tops and little 
roots. 
It is not so strong as the ordinary 
onion, and gives a delicate flavor to eel 
fain soups and sauces that nothing of the 
tribe will do. 
This also has to be sown 
early and on very rich ground. 
Rut ii 
possible the richness should to* given to 
the ground the previous year. 
Fresh 
and rank manure is unfavorable to good 
lcck-culture. 
Many make good use in wintcrof mar­ 
joram and .summer savory. 
These are 
raised from seed sown at the usual time 
in the spring. 
Sage and thyme are 
perennials; but they require an occasion­ 
al pruning or replanting to get them in 
the best condition. If left to themselves 
they I aconic woody, serawley and some­ 
what barren of leaves, if they are not en 
tirely killed by the severity of the winter. 
Thyme can be kept in good condition by 
being simply .sheared down to the ground 
or cut back with a knife every spring. 
This induces a ^ood, healthy growth, 
which is in excellent condition for use at 
any time. 
Sage is often kept many 
years in gixxl condition bv simply cutting 
back: but often it needs starting quite 
anew. 
This may be done by taking cut­ 
tings of the old plant and burying them 
down deep in the ground so that the tops 
of the shoots are barely above the surface. 
These root very well aud soon make 
good plants. 
There are other herbs use­ 
ful on some occasions; but these are es* 
sential to every good garden.— German 
town Telegraph.

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Corn Culture* 


Tho lapse of time is rapidly bringing 
us to the p la n tin g season, and it is Limo 
that we were thinking of what shall bo 
done. The seed corn procured, the next 
thing to demand our attention is the 
planting. 
With the record of last year's 
failures fresh in our minds, it will hardly 
be necessary to repeat the frequent waru- 
ings against planting in wet soils. 
Un­ 
less the soil is naturally drv, it is a most 
venturesome business to plant corn, un­ 
less artificial drainage is adopted. Drain­ 
age is the one matter that corn growers 
must not shrink from. The crop cannot 
2fro\v in a soil saturated with water. Th* 
water must to evaporated, aud if there ii 
large quantity to be evaporated, the sun 
may not he able to accomplish the work 
in time to give the crop a start before I 
drouth shall set in. That was the trouble 
with thousands of acres of com last sum­ 
mer. 
If, however, drainage is resorted 
to on low wet lauds, they make the 
jest corn land in the world. The 
average yield of corn in this coun­ 
try is only atout thirty bushels, aud 
it is not much, if any, above that even 
in Illinois. This is a ridiculously low av­ 
erage, and is the result of keeping the 
land in corn year after year, poor cuUi-
